Mr. Eprror:—Feeling very much

But,
alas! I cannot get over the philosophi-
cal obstucles. Iu faet, the principle of
in any way escaping the due penalty of
a transgressson, either physical, moral
or intellectual, I cannot find taught in
either physieal, intelleetual, or moral
science. It seems to me to be a law of
the whole physical, intellectual and
moral universe, that every transgression
is followed by its due penalty, which is
necessary and just, and cannot be
avoided.
